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Will SHARE get its 


In an appeal to selectmen Monday 
night, Lester White, Wilmington's 
representative to SHARE, revealed 
that the Board of Health has voted not 
to recommend fufding in its mental 
health budget for that agency for the 
coming fiscal year. 

White ‘said he was shocked and 
troubled by the board's action. 

SHARE, headquartered in Lowell, 
is currently providing services to the 
town valued at $21,046.00, said White. 
Their actual cost to the town, 
however, through SHARE, is $13,206, 
a saving of $7,840. 

Among the services which SHARE 
offers, adolescent counseling is the 
most widely used in Wilmington. 
White reported that 89 residents 
received counseling through SHARE 
in the past year. In addition to 
counseling, SHARE also provides a 
drug clinic for adults, one for older 
adolescents, and a residential facility, 
Anabasis House. 

White said he was not aware that 
the Board of Health was evaluating 
SHARE and had no input into the 
original decision to recommend dis- 
continuance of funding 

Superintendent of Schools Walter 
Pierce took the floor to say he had 
requested that the Board of Health 
reconsider its decision and keep the 
program going. However, at a 


February 13 meeting at which White 
and the School Committee discussed 
SHARE with the Board of Health, a 
second vote failed to reverse the 
board's decision. 

Pierce pointed out that SHARE was 
a state approved 766 agency. ‘“Wecan 
refer our youngsters in the in- 
termediate stage to them,” he said 
rather than to a more expensive 
private hospital 

Caira said he thought that SHARE 
was “just what we're looking for, 
quality, inexpensive service’ and ex- 
pressed his surprise at the board of 
health’s action. 

Though the Board of Health has 
turned thumbs down, the SHARE 
issue will come before the voters at 
the town meeting where it already 
bears the finance committee seal of 
approval. 

State Representative Jim Miceli 
was present at the Monday meeting to 
discuss the possibility of a new access 
road to Rte 1-98. He said that although 
the new access, which would enter 93 
in the Ballardvale Street area, was in 
the realm of the possible, he thought it 
was highly improbable. He said that 
the state had built 93 as a limited 
access road and wanted to keep it that 
way. However, he said it was his feel- 
ing that if the DPW were willing to 
discuss this access then it should be 


$30,000 award 
| in police libel dase 


A former Wilmington special police 
officer has been awarded $30,000 in a 
libel ‘suit against a former fellow of- 
ficer. 

The special officer, James Zac- 
cagnini of Middlesex Avenue, North 
Wilmington, charged in his suit that 
former Officer James Marsi had cir- 
culated a police report stating his opi- 
nion that Zaccagnini was involved in 
illegal activities. 

Zaccagnini subsequently was 
removed from the police force as a 
result of the report. 

He filed suit against Marsi for libel 
and against Marsi and several town 
officials for denial of his civil rights. 
‘The civil rights case is still pending in 
Federal District Court. In that case, 
Zaccagnini charges that he was 
removed without proper notice, state- 
ment of reasons or an opportunity to 
respond. The defendants in that suit 
are Town Manager Sterling C. Morris, 
Chief of Police Paul Lynch, Sgt. 
George Sheppard, and Selectmen 
James Banda, George Boylen, 
Michael Caira, Daniel Gillis, and 
James Miceli 

‘The damages sought in the federal 
‘suit are for $100,000. In the case decid- 
ed last week, he had also sought $100,- 
000. 


The libel verdict came from 
Middlesex Superior Court in Lowell 
last Thursday.

Marsi had libeled Zaccagnini. In addi- 
tion to the damages, the jury awarded 
Zaccagnini pre-judgement interest on 
the amount, which will be several 
thousand dollars. 

The case grew out of a series of in- 
cidents in late 1973 and early 1974. 
Wilmington police had been watching 
a house on Main Street, building a 
case against the occupants on drug 
trafficking, and other activities. Mar- 
si prepared a report dated Dec. 3i, 
1973, which alleged that the drug 
pushers at the location had been 
tipped off to a raid and had ceased 
their activities. The report stated 
that Marsi had spoken to a woman 
who said that they had received their 
information from Zaccagnini. 

‘The jury finding for Zaccagnini vin- 
dicates him of any wrongdoing as 
alleged im Marsi's report. 

The civil rights case still pending 
deals with Zaccagnini’s position as a 
special police officer. He had been 
appointed a special officer on June 27, 
1973. He said “he hopes to be 
reinstated. 

Marsi, now retired and living in 
Florida, was not present for the trial 
Disabled, he said that an ambulance 
would have to be sent for him. He was 
represented by an appointed attorney. 

Zaccagnini’s attorney, Carroll 
Ayres, is now exploring avenues of 
collecting the award.

MADELYN SELECTMAN - 3 YEARS {atin ham Cong Be Winger 
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Will Butter 


During the past several years the 
‘Town Criet has been asked on more 
than one occasion if the publisher 
would ever rewrite the story of The 
Garden of Eden. The original story 
appeared in the Town Crier about 20 
years ago. The publisher hopes to 
write that story again and with more 
research This will be difficult to do, 
but it is a goal. 

About 50 years ago a committee of 
Wilmington residents, headed by 
Harry Deming and Carolyn Swain 
determined that there were three 
names of families in what is now 
Wilmington, about 1665. They were 
unable to say who was first, but they 
named Will Butter, Richard Harnden 
and Abram Jaquith. 

Butter lived in Woburn. Harnden in 
Reading Jaquith lived in Billerica 
All three lived in what is now 
Wilmington. 

Who was first? ‘That was the ques- 
tion the committee was unable to 
answer 

Since then members of the Harnden 
family have shown that the name was 
probably Harding, and it went back to 
Merrymount (Quincy) before 1630 
The arrival date of Richard Harnden 
in Wilmington is still uncertain. The 
publisher has found the record of his 
marriage to Mary, dated 1667. This is 
the earliest known record. His home 
was at what is now 67 High Street. 

Abram Jaquith is still an unknown 
quantity. He was a sergeant of the 
‘Trained Band (Militia) and he lived in 
Billerica at what is now the corner of 
Aldrich Road and Forest Street. He 
was a Hugenot (French protestant) 

The name of Will Butter is another 
mystery, but part has been 
deciphered, Will Butter was a Scot, 
and according to a family tradition he 

was one of three brothers who were 
captured at the battle of Dunbar or 
the battle of Worcester. He made his 
home on what is now Chestnut Street, 
where the MacDonald family lives, on 
the corner of Mill Road, His was the 
first home in the Garden of Eden and 
it was there in 1665, a fact which is, 
attested in the records of the Town of 
Woburn, which in that year speaks of 
the “‘road over Wood Hill to Will 
Butter's."" 

‘The name, it will be noted, was 
spelled without an ‘s."" It was only in 
the time of the third generation, when 
there were a dozen children, that the 
name Butters appeared. Butters 
Row, quite obviously, is named after 
the family, and is one of two streets in 
America to carry that name 

The Butters family tradition says 
that of the three brothers, one worked 
in the Saugus iron works, another liv- 
ed in Reading, and Will lived in 
Woburn, Working on that as a base, 
certain items can be deduced, and 
others gleaned from history. 

‘The Scots who worked in the Saugus 
iron works were men who had been 
captured by a Puritan army, Com- 
manded by Oliver Cromwell, at the 
Battle of Dunbar, September 3, 1651

Dunbar is located to the southeast 
of Edinburgh in Scotland, and on the 
seacoast. The Scots, 13,000 in 
number. ‘were fighting for Charles II 
Oliver Cromwell defeated the army, 
and took 10,000 prisoners. A year 
later, to the day, he defeated a second 
army at the Battle of Worcester, and 
Charles II fled again to Holland from 
whence he had come 

Of Charles II it can be said he was a 
charming man, but with a perfidious 
reputation ' 

His great grandmother was Mary, 
Queen of Scots. She was Roman 
Catholic. Charles was Anglican, out 
there were Stuarts of his day who 
were Catholic. Differences in religion 
were often an important factor in 
those days of religious as well as civil 
warfare. 

The Scottish clans were mostly 
Presbyterian. This creed is based on 
Calvinistic doctrines. The Scots were 
allied with the Puritans in the early 
part of the Civil War, until the 
Presbyterians were forced out of 
Parliament in what was known as 
Price's Purge, about 1650 

The story of the Civil Wars in 
England is not easy to tell. Charles IT 
a young and charming man of 20, land- 
ed in Scotland in 1651 and among other 
things attended some Presbyterian 
services, whereupon he was assured 
of the loyalty of the Scottish clans. 
‘The Scottish clans rose in rebellion 
against the Puritans. 

‘There were two battles, Dunbar and 
Worcester, fought one year apart 
‘The clans lost heavily, and after 
Worcester Charles II was a refugee 
Some may recall the story of Charles 
hiding in an oak tree, after that battle. 

After Dunbar, the first of the two 
battles, the Puritan army marched its 
Prisoners, 10,000 in number south into 
England. Many were imprisoned in 
the cathedral at Durham, 

‘The march to Durham took eight 
days - with the Scots unfed, bleeding 
from their wounds. Hundreds died, 

andthe hundreds more at Durham. 
One record puts the number who died 
at Durham at 1700. 

Cromwell was a hard man, a master 
general. He had sympathy for the 
Presbyterian prisoners, this in spite 
of the record of the deaths. “Relieve 
the oppressed,” he wrote, ‘Hear the 
groans of the poor prisoners.” 

About 5,000 of the prisoners were 
sold, as indentured servants. The 
larger number went to Jamaica, This 
is where the reader runs into a con- 
flict of dates. 

‘Those prisoners who were sold as 
indentured servants, or at least some 


‘Lord Rochester wrote a premature

was over. Those who were sold to 
Jamaica could not have sailed before 
1655, for it was then that Admiral 
Penn (father to William Penn of 
Pennsylvania) captured that island 
frém the Spaniards 

‘The Butters family tradition men- 
tions the Saugus iron works. It is 
almost safe to assume the 1652 (or 
possibly a little earlier) date 

‘That party of Scots sailed on a ship 
named the Unity. One hundred and 
fifty Scots were on that ship. Sixty- 
tw0 of those were sold to the Saugus 
iron works. Presumably Will's 
brother was one of those. Possibly - 
almost probably, Will and the other 
brother were also on the Unity, and 
were among those who were sold the 
the Massachusetts merchants and 
farmers 


‘There is even a remote possibility 
that Will was one of those who worked 
at Saugus 

He was transported. He was sold as 
an indentured servant. Of that there | 
is no doubt, and the time was probably 
late in 1651 or early in 1652. 

To be sold as an indentured servant 
was quite common in those days. 
There was no stigma attached 

It is on record, for instance, that 
many German people, coming from 
the Palatinate and other parts of that 
country, made their way to Holland 
and sold themselves as indentured 
servants to shipmasters in the Dutch 
ports. This was during the time that 
Germany was wracked by foreign ar- 
mies, mercenaries, and the populace 
was harried to death 

‘Those who made it to Holland got 
their transportation to a foreign shore 
(America) and were in turn sold by 
the shipmaster to local merchants or 
farmers, for a period of seven years 
servitude. After that they were freed. 

It was a better life than to exist in 
Germany 

‘Vhose Scots who were sold as inden- 
tured servants and transported to the 
New World were to be the forbears of 
many well known families in the 
United States today. Their names are 
common, and often the assumption is 
that they were of Puritan origin. 

‘Some did change their religion. Will 
Butter did not. His son William, who 
was one of Wilmington’s first 
selectmen, became a Puritan, but 
Will refused 

It seems quite evident that Will 

Butter held tenaciously to the 
He was a land 
owner, a family man (married to an 
Indian woman), and he took part in 
the Indian fighting known as King 
Philip's War, but he never became a 
Freeman. 

4 Freeman was a man who owned 
land, and was a member of the 
cturch. Will qualified as a land 
owner. It/is almost certain that he 


and never became a Freeman, and 
thus never exercised the right to vote 

When did he build his home? It is 
entirely possible that Will Butter built 
his home, in what was to become the 
Garden of Eden, in 1659. If he had 
arrived in Massachusetts in 1652 or 
earlier his period of servitude was 
over by that time. 

Will Butter probably was the first 
white man to build his home in what is 
now Wilmington, and it is possible 
that the date was 1659.

William Butters 


‘The second William Butter, born in 
the home built in 1665 or earlier was 
named after his father, without the 
letter “s.” 

He constructed the home that is to- 
day the Emery home, near the apple 
monument. He became the father of 
12 children. 10 of whom lived to 
maturity, and built homes nearby, in 
Wilmington and Burlington. It was 
from the number of families on one 
street that it got its name - Butters 
Row, and that the family became 
known as Butters. William II, before 
he reached old age, signed himself as 
William Butters. 

He was an active man, who among 
other things was in the first board of 
selectmen of Wilmington. This fact 
shows that he had become a Freeman, 
unlike his father - that is, he joined the 
Puritan Church. It is quite certain 
that he was the first white man born 
in Wilmington. 

William Butters If was one of the 
busiest of businessmen in Wilmington. 

He owned a lumber mill, just where 
is not known, but possibly a 
predecessor of Pratt's Mill, at the up- 
per end of the Garden of Eden. There 
are some ancient dams, in that valley 

William Butters II cut timbers for 


ships that were being built in Med- 
ford, on the Mystic River. At times he 
had 20 or 30 men in his employ. 

Butters also served on a committee 
that made a settlement with the 
Woburn Minister, at the time that 
Wilmington became a town. The 
ministers were paid directly by the 
town they served, and losing a part of 
his town meant a financial loss to the 
minister of the Woburn Church 

Butters married Rebecca Jones of 
Woburn, and as related, 10 children of 
the couple survived to adulthood. Ac- 
cording to tradition it was he who had 
the first Bitters Apple. 

The majority of his children grew to 
occupy prominent positions. 


One daughter, Lydia, married the 
grandson of Woburn's first minister, 
the Rev. Thomas Carter. Mary, 
another daughter, married the great- 
grandson of Captain Edward Johnson, 
commander of the Trained Band 
(Militia) of Woburn, and the first 
Town Clerk of that town. 

One of the sons of William II was 
Samuel, who built what is now the 
Hinxman house. 

The house was built in 1712, six 
years after the Harnden Massacre.

‘The Garrison style was still a necessi- 


t 
Gamuel took as his bride Sarah 
Jones Jaquith, one of the members of 
that Wilmington Hugunot family. 
Like his father Samuel was in the 
lumber business, and like his father 
he owned a lumber mill. He bought 
his mill from James Baldwin, a 
member of the family of which Loam- 
mi is the best known. 


Just where the mill was is unknown. 

The Baldwin family owned large 
tracts of land in “the boggy end’ 
which was the way the meadow of 
Maple Meadow Brook was described, 
and hence was close to the land of the 
Butters family 

Samuel Butters also owned large 
tracts of land northward of the 
Congregational Church, in Lebanon 
Swamp (so named for the cedar trees 
there}, and in the Ladder Pole 
Swamp, the area adjoining the Maple 
Meadow Brook near Wildwood Street, 
Wilmington, today. 

Samuel never held town office. His 
son and namesake was a Constable of 
Wilmington, and several of the grand- 
sons of Samuel marched, on Concord 
Day. 


The home of Will 
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There are a total of four maps for 
the area of the home of Will Butter. 
made before 1900. Two of them have 
some special significance 

The first was made by Cyrus 
‘Thompson, of Woburn, a retuned 
Congregational missionary to Turkey 

Cyrus interested himself in the con- 
troversy of the Baldwin apple, then at 
its height, and made a survey of the 
area. He drew pictures of the three 
homes, that of Will, of his son William 
I, and randson Samuel. Thanks 
to the drawings, it is known just what 
the home of Will Butter-looked like, 
although nearly 200 years after it was 
first constructed. 

‘The second map was by a member 
of the family. George Butters of Oak 
Park, Illinois, in 1895 visited the home 
of his forefathers. Mr. Butters went 
into detail, searching out the homes of, 
his ancestors, and it is from his map 


that the house on Mill Road (no longer 
existing) is known to be the Jimmy 
Butters house. 

Asa Sheldon of Wilmington tells, in 
his book, of the Baldwin apple, and 
seems to infer that the Jimmy Butters 
house was that of William Butters II. 
Cyrus Thompson labels the original 
Will Butter home as being that of Jim- 
my Butters, who was at that time long 
since deceased. 

These facts create a little problem. 
Maybe Jimmy moved.around a lot 


Cyrus Thompson assigned Jimmy 
Butters to House No. 3, which was the 
original house built by Will. It stood 
on the present site of the MacDonald 
home, at the corner of Mill Road. The 
Butter house burned down, according 
to tradition, about or after the Civil 
War. 

The house that Mr. Thompson labels 
No. 1 was that built by William 
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cond oldest house in Wilmington, con- 
structed probably sometime in the 
1680s. The original Butters Apple 
(later the Baldwin) was behind this 
house, and Asa Sheldon, speaking of 
the tree, told of talking with the lady 
of the house, who offered to show him 
the site of the tree 

House No. 2, on Mr. Thompson's 
map. is today the Hinxman home. ‘It 
was the home of Samuel Butters, one 
of the sons of William Butters II. 
Both it and the ‘William Butters I 
home were originally built as 
Garrison houses, with overhanging se- 
cond stories. 

It is related that, before the Civil 
War, there was a joke in Wilmington 
about the present Hinxman home, in 
that the horse collars were hung 
below the projecting story, and the 
house thus acquired the sobriquet of 
“by the hanging horse collar." 


The strange suicide of William (Solon) Johnson 


Sometime prior to the Civil War 
Solon L. Johnson and his wife Louisa 
Rowell moved down from Vermont, 
and bought the Will Butter farmhouse. 

He was a carpenter and farmer. 

There were two sons born in 
Wilmington, Osgood, in 1844 and 
William R. in 1847. 

‘There was at least'one son who was 
in the family when it moved to 
Wilmington, William H., born in 1835. 
William H. for some good reason, was 
also called Solon. 

‘All three sons died in Wilmington, 
as did Mrs. Johnson. The last was 

* William H. in 1894. Solon was left 
alone. 

Solon was in straitened cir- 
cumstances, it seems. The son who 
died in the 1870s was buried by the 
town. He died from a cause that was 

|. quite common at that time, consump- 


tion 

‘The oldest son, William was, in 1894, 
a tall cadaverous individual who did 
not have many friends. As a matter of 
fact, he was quite disliked by the peo- 
ple who lived in the Garden of Eden. 

In that year the Jimmy “Butters 
farm, further up in the Garden, was 
the property of an Englishman named 
Addison who was, among other things, 
the bookkeeper in the tannery in 
North Wilmington that later was 
known as Harriman’s Tannery. Ad- 
ison may have been the man who 
first called the area the ‘Garden of 
Eden,” for he loved the many plants 
and the rugged scenery of that place. 
This is not a certain fact, however. 

Addison had a daughter,” Caroline, 
and it was she who wrote the story of | 
William Johnson's death, in a letter to \ 
her son William Kincaid. 


Anyway, one day in 1894 William 
- Johnson committed suicide by sitting 

down in the road (Chestnut Street) 
and eating stones until he died. That 
is the way it was according to tales 
the writer heard many years ago, and 
the town was abuzz with the news, 
with each teller chuckling as he pass- 
ed the tale on to another person 

Caroline's letter does not quite 
agree 

“‘T suppose you heard about William 
Johnson, They had an examination 
yesterday. They found two large 
rocks and a marble in his stomach. 
They say the rocks weigh over an 
ounce each. I saw them. I don’t see 
how he got them down his throat.”” 

“The minister thinks he was labor- 
ing under a fit of temporary insanity. 
I guess he must have been. I don’ 
think many will grieve after him. 


Solon Johnson, the father, was a 
sickly man who lived alone with his 
son. He was 89 years old when he 
died, in 1894. He was cared for, fre- 
quently, by Maria Avery, who was a 
member of one of the two families liv- 
ing in the Samuel Butters home, now 
the Hinxman home 

Maria was the mother of the man 
who had seen the-start of the fire 
which burned down the home of Noah 
Clapp, way up in the Garden of Eden. 
She was a hardbitten woman who 
could, in the vernacular of the day, 
called.a spade something besides a 
shovel 


It is said that Solon, in his bed, 
je plo Mrs. Avery where his son 
“Where has Solon 
Solon) gone?"’ . ees 
“Gone to hell!

The Blizzard of '78 provided me 
with the opportunity during a very 
busy season to catch up on my 
reading. “Referee,” an excellent 
magazine for sports officials, publish- 
ed in the last two editions the results 
of a survey that was completed by the 
subscribers, as officials, and covered 
two areas - 1.) personal 
characteristics of officials and 2.) of- 
ficiating experience, Many subjects 
were included in the survey such as; 
average game fees, years officiating, 
types of assignments, mileage travell- 
ed to games etc. The average age of 
officials was also included. However, 
due to the fact that I fell into the lower 
twenty per cent bracket, we won't 
comment on that. 

Let's examine a couple of in- 
teresting statistics. Fifty-three per 
cent of basketball officials averaged 
forty or more ballgames per season. 
‘The reasons given by officials for of- 
ficiating indicated that (by order of 
preference) - 75 per cent officiated for 
the love of the game; 60 per cent for 
physical fitness; 55 per cent for the 
association with young people, -with 
only approximately 25 per cent of- 
ficiating for financial rewards. 

I'll be the first to admit that simply 
because an official works fifty or sixty 
basketball games per season doesn’t 
necessarily mean he's a top official. 
It’s like having ten years af ex- 
perience as compared to some having 
one year experience ten times. 
However, if an official is hired by a 
number of school leagues for a 
number of years, he probably is 
reasonably qualified. As the statistics 
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The West Interniediate School's Ed Olshaw sensés two 
points here in Friday afternoon Junior Winter Carnival 
action sponsored by the Recreation Department 


indicate most officials are officiating 
because they want to and because 
they enjoy it. I'll work any day with a 
partner who enjoys officiating as 
compared to one who is officiating for 
the fees involved. 

But why does an official who works 
‘enough leagues to provide a full school 
schedule work in the adult leagues in 
area towns? Why work the adult cir- 
cuits that are difficult on the officials 
because they are not particularly well 
disciplined? Why does the official 
subject hinielf to a lack of respect 
and common courtesy from ball 
players in these leagues? These 
leagues usually have a mixture of 
some players who are over the hill, 
some who never could play anyway, 
‘some who are on the court for the ex- 
ercise, and some who believe that the 
high scorer is hero for the week. 

‘This becomes a difficult mix when a 
team’s won'lost record is published in 
the local papers. The player-official 
relationship becomes closer when the 
official works games between teams 
that include his ex-teammates, 
coaching acquaintances, friends, 
fellow officials, etc. This puts 
pressure on the players who may ex- 
pect a little something extra from the 
official - and on the official who can- 
not be biased, but also must not bend 
the other way to prove that he is not 
viased. 

What does an official expect from 
this difficult situation? He expects 
the opportunity to rise to the 
challenge of calling a “good game,” 
along with having coaches and ‘ball 
players accept his judgement on 
touchy calls. He expects the same

common courtesy that he, hopefully, 
has extended to the players. 

Respect should be earned over. a 
number of years of officiating 

I will speak only for myself, when I 
say that to some players I expect to 
have the right, when questioned on a 
call, to be able to say “‘I blew it’’ and 
have him accept that response 
However, if I have to say that too 
many times during the season, I'll 
hang it up. 

These adult leagues should be 
perfect for the new, relatively inex- 
perienced, ambitious official who is 
striving for varsity or college level 
work. A “thick skin” is needed or will 
soon be acquired if one is interested in 
officiating survival. Byt, perhaps, the 
ability to handle touchy situations on 
the court should be a prerequisite for 
certain officiating levels. There cer- 
tainly is a necessity for allowing 
player comments on a misunderstood 
play. An official must also know how 
and when to be sure he is controlling 
the tough game situations. 

In these situations the common 
courtesy and respect that we expect 
as officials, must be reciprocated by 
the players.
